The Collector of Customs at Port of Spain (the Board of Trade Corres-

Wo mpeg his Annual Report on the Trade of 'l'rinidad and 
—— — Tobago for 1915, in which he remarks that the 

shepervinmnagatis value of imports in that year of articles entitled to 

a— be admitted at preferential rates of duty when 
imported from the United Kingdom and Canada, amounted to 
£1,108,772. Of this amount, however, only £213,357 worth came 
from the United Kingdom, while £412,631 worth came from Canada 
and £482,754 worth from other countries, principally the United 
States; in the absence of the necessary proofs of origin only 
£122,067 worth of goods from the United Kingdom were admitted 
at the preferential rates. 

The effect of the preference has been greatly to benefit Canada’s 
trade with the Colony in goods such as flour, fish, oats, beans, 
peas, etc., but it has not transferred to any appreciable extent to the 
United Kingdom the trade in the majority of manufactured articles. 
Amongst these are the following :— 

Bags and trunks, boots and shoes, brooms and brushes, cattle food, 
cement, condensed milk, cordage and twine, glass and glassware, meats 
of all kinds; nails, spikes, rivets, ete. ; furniture, doors, sashes, and 
blinds; and carriages, carts and wagons, ticluding motor vehieles.

exists. be varied or added LO by an Ord iT made by the lords ot the 
Council on the recommendation of the Board of Trade: 

And whereas it is provided by Section 2 of the Customs (Exporta- 
tion Restriction) Act, 1914, that any Proclamation made under 
Section 1 of the Exportation of Arms Act, 1900, may, whether the 
Proclamation was made befor ter the passing of the Act now in 
recital, be varied or added to, whilst a state of war exists, by an 
Order made by the Lords of the Council on the recommendation of 
the Board ot Trade : 

And whereas by a Proclamation, dated the 10th day of May, 1916, 
and made under Section 8 of the Customs and Inland Revenue Act, 
1879, and Section 1 of the Exportation of Arms Act, 1900, and 
Section 1 of the Customs (Exportation Prohibition) Act, 1914, the 
exportation from the United Kingdom of certain articles to certain 
or all destinations was prohibited :

is to be replaced in the list of prohibited exports on and after the 9th 
October, 1916, by a new heading as follows :— 

(c) Bags and wrappers or sacks not otherwise specifically 
prohibited (except paper bags) other than any such bags, wrappers 
or sacks as constitute the coverings of goods to be shipped for 
exportation and are allowed by the Commissioners of Customs 
and Kixcise to be shipped as such coverings. 

The heading :— 

“ (A) Rags, wrappers or sacks made of jute other than any 
such bags, wrappers or sacks as constitute the coverings of goods 
to be ae ad tor exportation and are. allowed by the Com- 
missioners of Customs and E xcise to be shipped as such cover- 
ings.

The change to be made on the 9th October, 1916, will not in 
any way affect the existing law or practice as regards shipment of 
empty bags or sacks; but it should be noted that the new prohibition 
is extended so as to include “wrappers” which are not otherwise 
specifically prohibited. It follows that the exportation of empty jute 
bags, etc., to any destination will still require a Privy Council licence, 
while the exportation of bags, etc. not made of jute will require a 
Privy Council licence if they are consigned to any foreign country in 
Kurope or on the Mediterranean and Black Seas (other than France 
and I'rench Possessions, Russia Italy and Italian Possessions, Spain 
and Portugal) or to any ports in any such foreign country or to any 
——— Baltic ports. 

As regards goods packed in jute bags, etc., the notice issued by 
ih Board of Customs and Excise on the 3rd July, 1916 (see p. 27 
of the ‘“ Board of Trade Journal” of 6th July), will remain in force. 

4. As regards goods packed in bags, etc. not made of jute, the 
following regulations will come into operation on the 9th October, 
1916 :— 

(a) a Privy Council licence authorising the exportation of goods 
to any of the countries or ports indicated at the end of 
paragraph 2 will not be accepted by the Customs as 
authorising exportation of the bags, etc., as well as of the 
goods themselves, unless the licence shows on the face of it 
that the use of bags, etc. as coverings has been expressly 
authorised : 

(>) when the goods are not of such kind as to require an export 
licence, permission to ship the bags, etc.. as well as the 
goods, may be withheld by the Customs if the goods are 
consigned to any of the countries or ports indicated at the 
end of paragraph 2, unless or until the exporter or his 
agent produces a guarantee in the form appended hereto, 
duly signed by the prospective consignee and attested by 
British Consular Officer indicated by His Majesty’s 
Representative in the country of destination.

9. On and after the 9th October, 1916, all Customs Export Entries 
must, when so required by the Customs, contain as part of the declara- 
tion made by the exporter or his agent, a specific statement whether 
bays, wrappers, or sacks are or are not used as coverings for the goods 
entered on the document, Failure to comply with the requirement 
in the course of making pre-entry of goods intended for exportation 
may involve delay in shipment of the goods and liability to penalties.

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DEFENCE OF THE REALM: NEW REGULATIONS. 


An Order-in-Council, dated 7th September, further amends the 
Regulations (called the “ Defence of the Realm (Consolidation) 
Regulations, 1914”), made under the Defence of the Realm (Con- 
solidation) Act, 1914, for securing the public safety and the Defence 
of the Realm. The Order-in-Council reterred to orders, inter alia, the 
following amendments in the Regulations :— 


(Section 1.) Requirement of Disclosure of Particulars of Inventions, 
Processes of Manufacture, etc., relating to War Material. 
Atter regulation 8c the following regulation shall be inserted :— 
“sec. It shall be lawful for the Admiralty or Army Council or 
Minister of Munitions, with a view to the more efficient or increased 
production of war material, to require any person to communicate to 
& person nominated for that purpose by the Admiralty, Army 
Munitions all such particulars as may be in

Council, or Minister o 
his possession of any invention, or process or method of manufacture, 
or of any article manufactured or proposed to be manufactured, and 
to furnish drawings, models, or plans thereof, and to explain and 
demonstrate the same to such person, in all or any of its uses and 
workings; and if any person fails or neglects to comply with any 
such requirement he shall be guilty ot an offence against these 
regulations ; and if the requirement is addressed to a company, every 
director, manager, or officer of the company who fails or neglects to 
comply with such requirement shall also be guilty of an offence 
against these regulations. 

‘If any person, except as authorised by the Admiralty or Army 
Council or Minister of Munitions, discloses or makes use of any 
information obtained in consequence of any requirement made under 
this regulation or communicated to him by the person by whom 
it was so obtained, he shall be guilty of an offence against these 
regulations. 

‘“No communication of an invention made in consequence of any 
requirement under this regulation, or the use thereof by any person 
authorised under this regulation to use it, shall prejudice any right 
of the inventor or owner thereof subsequently to apply for or obtain 
a patent for the invention.”

WHEREAS in the interests of Our Realm it is of great importance 
that full information should be obtained with regard to property in 
enemy territory belonging to Our subjects, and also with regard to 
the claims of our subjects against enemy persons and enemy Govern- 
ments : 

And whereas for the purpose of obtaining that information it is 
necessary that returns of such property and claims should be made 
by Our subjects to the Officers appointed to receive the same: 

Now, therefore, We strictly command and enjoin Our subjects 
within the United Kingdom, the Channel Islands and the Isle of 
Man, or within any country or place outside Our Dominions and 
Protectorates who are entitled to property of any description whatso- 
ever in enemy territory or to any interest in such property or have 
claims against enemy persons or enemy Governments, forthwith to 
make returns of their said property or claims to the Officers appointed 
to receive the same : 

Provided that it shall not be necessary to make such returns 
respecting property or claims, whereof returns have before the date 
of this Proclamation been voluntarily made to such Officers as afore- 
said in the form prescribed by them. 

The Officers appointed to receive such returns shall be :— 

(a) In the case of property in enemy territory and of claims 
against enemy persons, the Public ‘Trustee, Kingsway, London, 
W.C. 

(}) In the case of claims against enemy Governments, the 
Directors of the Foreign Claims Office, Foreign Office, London, 
S.W. 

The said returns shall be made in such form and with such par- 
ticulars as the Public Trustee and the Directors of the l'oreign 
Claims Office may respectively require. 

For the purposes of this Proclamation :— 

The expression “ property” includes documents of title to 
property ; the expression ‘‘enemy territory” means the territory of 
any State at war with Us (including the Colomies and Dependencies 
thereof) ; the expression ‘“‘ enemy persons” includes all persons, firms, 
companies and corporations, residing or carrying on business in

enemy territory; the expression “enemy Government” means the 
Government of any State at war with Us. 
Given at our Court at Windsor Castle, this Seventh day of 
September, in the year of our Lord one thousand nine hundred 
and sixteen, and in the Seventh year of Our Reign.

SUPPLIES OF FOODSTUFFS AND GOODS 
IN ITALY. 


With reference to the notice on p. 630 of the ‘“ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 3lst August relative to measures for safeguarding 
supplies of foodstuffs and other goods of general or extensive con- 
sumption in Italy, H.M. Embassy at Rome reports that the Central 
Provision Committee referred to in the notice has now been formed, 
and is established at the Ministry of Agriculture. The Committee 
has already held several meetings, and it has been decided to take 
stock of the supplies of cattle, sheep, and pigs in Italy with a view 
to regulating the consumption of meat and to considering the 
question of the importation of frozen meat; also with a view to 
inducing the Government to increase if possible the present import 
of the latter article. 

The prices of flour and bread have been discussed, as well as the 
regulation of the sugar supply for the whole country, and the 
Minister has announced that it has been decided to allow no further 
export of cheese until the state of existing stocks has been examined. 
Further export prohibitions will probably be recommended to the 
Government in coming sessions. (C. 25,757.) 
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FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM 
IN AUGUST, 1916.” 
I.—GENERAL. 

The trade returns for August, 1916, when compared with those for 
August, 1915, show increases in the value of the imports into the 
United Kingdom, and of the exports of the produce and manu- 
factures of the United Kingdom, and also of the exports of foreign 
and colonial merchandise. 

When compared with August, 1914, the figures again show increases 
in all cases.

From these figures it will be seen that in August, 1916, the imports 
showed an increase of 9:7 per cent. over those of August, 1915, and 
79°8 per cent. over those of August, 1914. The exports of the produce 
and manufactures of the United Kingdom showed an increase of 47°] 
per cent. over those of August, 1915, and one of 97°] per cent. over 
the corresponding month of 1914, whilst the exports of foreign and 
colonial merchandise showed an increase of 5°7 per cent. as compared 
with August, 1915, and an increase of 75°l per cent. over August, 
1914. 

With regard to the exports of the produce and manufactures of 
the United Kingdom it may be noted that they were higher in 
August of this year than in any month since the begining of the 
war; they were, indeed, higher than in any month since January, 
1914, when they were valued at £47,806,165.

V.—SHIPPING IN AUGUST. 

The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and ae possessions with cargoes during 
August, 1916, amounted to 2,782,873 tons, and the tonnage 
cleared to 3,213,880 tons, as against 3,041,672 tons entered, and 
3,222,239 tons cleared, during August, 1915. With regard to the 
coasting trade, the tonnage arrived with cargoes during August, 
1916, amounted to 2,012,098 tons, and the tonnage departed to 
2 2,005, 721 tons, as against 2 365,414 tons arrived, and 2,342,227 tons 
departed, in August, 1915. 


VI—EIGHT MONTHS’ SHIPPING, JANUARY-AUGUST. 

The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, during 
the eight months January—August, 1916, amounted to 20,310,477 
tons, and the tonnage cleared to 24,278,811 tons, as against 22,541,791 
tons entered, and 26,319,642 tons cleared, during the corresponding 
period of 1915. With regard to the coasting trade, the tonnage 
arrived with cargoes during the eight months Januar y-August, 1916, 
amounted to 15,138,316 tons, and the tonnage Gopen ted to 15,136,418 
tons, as against 19,114,317 tons arrived, and 18,981,275 tons departed, 
during the eight months January—August, 1915. 


IDENTIFICATION OF PACKING CASES AND GOODS. 

H.M. Trade Commissioner in South Africa (Mr. W. G. Wickham) 
has forwarded the following suggestions as to marking packing cases, 
taken from a memorandum issued by the Rhodesia “Munitions and 
Resources Committee :— 

“Tt is thought that the attention of British manufacturers might 
be drawn to the benefits derived from identification marks being 
placed on three sides of packing cases instead of on one side only as is 
the existing custom. It is found in practice that when a number of 
cases are delivered at one time the identification marks often cannot 
be found uniess cases are turned over or adjacent cases removed. In 
two instances where very large consignments of mining machinery 
were being delivered, the purchasers had specified for identification 
marks on three sides of each packing case and this resulted in a very 
considerable saving of expense, because a@ minimum amount of 
handling was necessary when the cases were required. 

“In this connection reforms might be made in the method of 
putting identification marks on metal parts, such as steel plates for 
tanks, structural steel, castings, etc., which do not require the protec- 
tion of packing. The usual method is to paint or stencil mark these. 
This would be quite satisfactory if such marks were indelible, but 
inferior paint is generally used. The result is that contact with other 
goods in transit, or climatic conditions, causes such marks to become 
obliterated or unrecognisable, and this often involves considerable 
expense to the purchaser. 

‘A further point which in many instances requires more attention 
by United Kingdom manufacturers is the thorough protection of 
bright metal parts to prevent rust.” (C.1.B. 34,013.) 
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THE TRANSIT THROUGH FRANCE OF GOODS SENT FROM 
THE UNITED KINGDOM TO SWITZERLAND. 


With reference to the notices which appeared in the issues of the 
‘“ Board of Trade Journal” for 11th May (pp. 382-5) and 15th June 
(p. 740), relative to the transit through France of goods sent from 
the United Kingdom to Switzerland, Italy and Spain via France, it 
is notified that goods in transit from the United Kingdom to Switzer- 
Jand, accompanied by the Pink Form issued by the British Customs 
it licensed or, in the case of non-prohibited goods, by a way-bill 
stating clearly the name and address of the consignee, will be allowed 
to be torwarded to Switzerland (in trucks specially assigned to the 
Swiss traffic) from the ports of Bordeaux, Marseilles, Nice and Monaco 
without special transport permits, provided that consignments from 
one shipper to one consignee do not exceed 1,000 kilogs. (nearly 
] ton) per day. (C. 26,247.) 


Shipping Facilities at the Port of Monaco. 


In connectior with the foregoing announcement, and with reference 
to the notice on p. 632 of the *‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 26th 
August, 1915, the following remarks, taken from a communication 
recently received from the British Chamber of Commerce for the 
French Riviera, may be of interest :— 

After giving particulars of cargoes recently discharged at Monaco: 
the Chamber points out that the goods are discharged direct from the 
steamers into the Swiss railway trucks which arrive vid Marseilles 
and return laden by the same route, viz., by the Paris, Lyons and 
Mediterranean railway system, from Monaco to the Swiss frontier. 
This is a very circuitous route, but the only one the French authorities 
will sanction for the time being. There is, however, the advantage of 
the vessels receiving immediate attention, there being no shortage of 
labour for unloading at Monaco. 

It is thought that permission will eventually be granted for goods 
to enter Switzerland via Ventimiglia, Domo d’Ossola and Brieg, which 
would mean a great economy in time and land transport. 

The above-mentioned particulars of cargo recently discharged at 
Monaco may be consulted by British firms at the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch of the Buard of Trade, 73, Basinghall Street, 
London, E.C. (C.1.B. 34,121.)

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EXTENSION OF BRITISH TRADE IN EGYPT. 


Suggestions as to appointing Representatives. 


The August issue of the “Journal” of the British Chamber 
of Commerce of Egypt contains an article on the extension of 
British trade in that country, in which it is stated that for the 
satisfactory placing of goods on the Egyptian market it will gener- 
ally be found that a good agent is required. ‘There may be some 
cases in which a resident intermediaiy is not essential—as, for 
instance, where an article is so well-known and in such constant 
demand that it has become a household word—but usually it will be 
found more satisfactory to have a man on the spot, versed in the ways 
of the markets, and acquainted with the languages and requirements 
of the country. ‘The flying visit of a commercial traveller may often 
meet the case, but unless the sales he makes are to well-known firms, 
or for cash, they must be attended by a good deal of risk, and it is 
doubtful whether a traveller, who usually lacks a knowledge of local 
conditions, can effect sales on as good terms as the man who resides 
on the spot and is in constant touch with the market. 

Too much stress cannot be laid upon the necessity for care in 
selecting an agent, as it is to be feared that a number of British firms 
owe their bad experience of the Egyptian market to their want of 
precaution in this respect rather than to any inherent defect in the 
country’s commerce. The writer of the article quotes, as an instance 
of want of due care in this regard, the case of a United Kingdom firm 
which sent out to Egypt one of its partners to enquire into the state of 
its business. Some time previously this firm’s interests in Egypt had 
been placed in the hands of a local firm of commission agents, with 
far from satisfactory results. ‘The partner announced his intention of 
withdrawing altogether from the Egyptian market, being firmly 
convinced that the country was an impossible one in which to do 
business, but before leaving Egypt he made enquiries about his ex- 
agents. On being informed that they had been well-known for many 
years for their unsatisfactory business character, he admitted that he 
had engaged them without obtaining any local references. Had he 
applied to the Chamber of Commerce or one of the banks, his firm 
would most certainly have been warned and so saved an unpleasant 
experience. United Kingdom firms, therefore, will be well advised, 
when possible, to send out a representative to make enquiries, or 
at least obtain more than one local opinion, including a _ banker’s 
reference, before entrusting their interests to an agent. 

In connection with representation by agents several points arise 
which at first sight appear of trivial importance, but which if 
neglected may lead to trouble. It is quite common for a United 
Kingdom firm to appoint a representative and never clearly define his 
powers. Such firms will send bills for collection to one of the local 
banks giving the name of their agent to whom reference is to be 
made in case of need. In such circumstances the bank should be 
informed whether the agent has power to stop, protest, grant delays, 
compromise questions which may arise as to allowance, etc., and to 
withdraw any bill without paying its counter value. 

In Egypt during several months of the year there is a loss on 
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exchange in remitting to the United Kingdom, and to avoid this 
loss falling on the drawer of the bill (i,e., the United Kingdom 
seller of the goods) it is usual to insert in the body of the bill the 
clause: ‘ payable at the current rate of exchange for sight drafts.” 
More often than not such bills are accepted in Arabic by natives who 
do not understand a word of any European ianguage. When the bill 
matures, should there be a loss on exchange, the drawee in nine cases 
out of ten refuses to bear it, and the collecting bank is faced with 
either accepting payment at the ‘‘ tariff” rate, or letting the bill go to 
protest, and the protest charges will frequently exceed the difference 
in exchange. Where the bill is not protestable this contretemps 
leads to delay caused by the bank having to refer to the ffrm which 
sent them the bill for instructions 

There are two simple ways of avoiding such complications: by 
giving a local agent power to for go the difference ; ; or, what is better, 
by allowing in the price of goods for the probable loss. The loss on 
sterling remittances from Egypt in normal times is rarely much over 
one quarter per cent., and, during the winter months, when the export 
trade is at its height, there is frequently no loss at all. It should, in 
consequence, not be difficult for the United Kingdom exporter to 
make allowance for this small difference in his price, and so remove 
one source of contention. Generally speaking, allowance for all charges 
in the price of the merchandise will be found to be the most 
satisfactory system. 

Business houses issuing catalogues and circulars will do well to see 
that such printed matter is sent out in French and Arabic, as well as 
English, and the same advice applies to posters and other forms of 
advertisement. Only by a very small proportion of the population of 
Egypt is the English language properly understood. 

The choice of a distinctive mark that will appeal to the native 
mind is also a good plan, and has long been followed by most of the 
leading importers of Manchester goods. 

In conclusion, it is very desirable that United Kingdom firms 
having relations of sufficient importance with Egypt should send out 
periodically a representative to look into their affairs, to make 
independent enquiries, where necessary, and to discuss possible 
openings for business. 





APPOINTMENT OF AGENTS AT LYONS. 

In forwarding an application by a local enquirer for the agencies 
of United Kingdom manufacturers, and exporters of U.K. goods, the 
British Vice-Consul at Lyons (Mr. J. Mitcheson) writes that the 
results from such applications being notified in the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” are often very happy, and nearly always lead to business. 
The Vice-Consul suggests that United Kingdom firms should be 
urged to appoint agents in Lyons; he has noticed many instances of 
firms having agents in Marseilles and Paris, and even in Bordeaux, 
but none in Lyons which, though the second city of France, has been 
rather overlooked in this regard. (C.LB. 35,116.) 
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PORTUGUESE CONTRABAND OF WAR. 

The ‘‘ Diario do Governo” (Lisbon) of 14th August publishes the 
text of a Decree (No. 2,567), of the same date, declaring certain 
merchandise contraband of war. The following is a translation of 
the Decree :— 


Article 1.—The merchandise enumerated in the Schedule annexed 
to this Decree is declared contraband of war under the circumstances 
described in the following articles. 

Article 2.—The merchandise to which the previous article refers is 
considered contraband of war when destined, directly or indirectly, 
to enemy territory. 

Enemy territory includes territory occupied or administered by the 
enemy or by her allies. 

Article 3.—Besides the merchandise clearly so consigned according 
to the shipping documents, merchandise carried on a vessel making 
for or calling at ports of the enemy or her allies will be considered 
directly destined for enemy territory. 

Article 4.—The following will be considered indirectly destined for 
enemy territory :— 

(a) Merchandise destined for neutral ports, but consigned to the 
enemy or her allies, to agents or intermediaries recognised 
by them, or to persons acting by their order or direction or 
under their influence. 

(b) Merchandise destined for neutral ports not included in (a), 
but whose final destiny to enemy territory may be inferred 
from the manifest deviation of the carrying vessel from the 
normal route, or other demonstrative evidence. 


The transport to a country bordering on enemy territory, or from 
which the enemy is known to be drawing supplies, of merchandise 
which the country of destination has already imported in quantities 
larger than the highest importation of the last three years, is legitimate 
presumption of enemy destination. 


Article 5.—Besides any other goods which shall be considered as 
such, the following shall always be considered as legitimate prizes :— 
(a) A vessel carrying contraband of war whose value, weight, 
volume or freight constitutes more than half the value, 

weight, volume or freight of her cargo. 

(b) A vessel making the return voyage after carrying contraband 
as indicated in (q). 

(c) A vessel not comprehended in (a) or (6), but which is 
habitually engaged in the transport of contraband of war 
or in other characteristic acts of assistance to the enemy. 

(d) A vessel of enemy ownership, susceptible by its construction, 
armament or disposition and internal arrangement of being 
transformed into a war vessel. 

Article 6.—Merchandise not considered contraband of war and 
which is actually of enamy ownership, may be seized on board neutral 
vessels whatever destination they may be bound to, and subjected to 
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control and administration in the terms of Decree No. 2,350* of 20th 


April, 


1916, and other enactments in force. 


Article 7.—In respect of cases omitted from this Decree and other 
national legislation in force, the corresponding legislation of the 
Allied countries and the general principles of international public 
law will be applicable. 


Article 8.—The present Decree will come into force immediately 
and all legislation contrary to its provisions is hereby revoked.

(4) raw and salt fish which is exported to Russia in accordance 
with the Law of the 16th July, 1907 (paragraph 29 c.), and fresh fish 
which is retailed to Russia and Sweden in the frontier districts in 
quantities not exceeding the average of such sales during the years 
1913-15. 

The Norwegian Department of Agriculture is authorised to grant 
dispensations from the above-mentioned prohibition, in a manner and 
on conditions to be prescribed by that Department, and to specify 
the Norwegian ports from which such exports may take place. 

The Decree also fixes maximum prices (both for sale in Norway 
and for export) for the fish and fish products covered by the Decree. 

The export prohibition applies also to fish caught by Norwegian 
vessels outside Norwegian territoral waters, so that such fish may 
not be disposed of upon the sea or discharged in any other country 
except in so far as this may be permitted, and until other arrange- 
ments can be made with regard to Norwegian fishing in Icelandic 
waters.

Ail steamers whether purchased or constructed will be free from 
Government requisition for one year.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


“Commerce Reports” (Washington) of 8th August publishes a 
summary of the 1914 census of products of the 
cotton-goods industry of the United States which 

-areaager has recently been issued by the Bureau of Census. 
Industry in 1914. Comparison is made throughout with the results 
of the 1909 census, and it is stated that although only one additional 
establishment was reported at the end of the five-year period, the 
total value of the products increased by 11°6 per cent., and the total 
cost of the principal materials used increased by 18:3 per cent. 

The quantity of raw cotton consumed in the three branches-—cotton 
goods, cotton small wares, and cotton lace goods—of this industry in 
1914 was 2,523,500,837 lbs., as compared with 2,335,344,906 Ibs. 
in 1909. The cost of cotton consumed during 1914 was 330,315,223 
dols., representing an increase of 20°2 per cent. The proportion 
which the quantity of foreign cotton formed of the total was 3°6 per 
cent. in 1914 and 3°35 per cent. in 1909. The amount of cotton waste 
purchased as such for use decreased from 80,044,061 lbs. in 1909 to 
04,116,105 Ibs. in 1914, and the cost of the same decreased from 
4,225,790 dols. to 3,542,631 dols. Cotton yarns purchased for con- 
sumption showed an increase from 126,707,003 lbs., at a cost of 
34,384,791 dols., in 1909, to 139,482,027 lbs. at a cost of 39,793,131 
dols., in 1914. 

The quantity of yarns other than cotton purchased for 
consumption decreased from 5,605,522 lbs. in 1909 to 3,809,277 
lbs., or by 41 per cent., but the consumption of fibres other than cotton 
increased from 1,627,189 lbs. to 4,276,476 lbs., in 1914 or by 162°8 
per cent., indicating a tendency on the part of the mills to spin 
accessory yarns instead of purchasing them.

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COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE BRANCH of the BOARD OF TRADE. 


The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the 
Board of Trade (73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C.) is a centre at 
which information on all subjects of commercial interest is collected 
and classified in a form convenient for reference, and at which, so far 
as the interests of British trade permit, replies are given to enquiries 
by traders on commercial matters. As far as is possible, the Branch 
supplies, on personal or written application, information with regard 
to the following subjects: Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to 
Tender and other openings for British Trade; Lists of manufacturers 
at home and lists of firms abroad engaged in particular lines of 
business in different localities; Foreign and Colonial Tariffs and 
Customs Regulations; Commercial Statistics; Forms of Certificates 
of Origin; Regulations concerning Commercial Travellers; Sources 
of Supply, Prices, &c. of ‘l'rade Products; Shipping and Transport ; 
etc., etc. 

Samples of foreign competitive goods and commercial products 
which are received from abroad from time to time are exhibited at 
the offices of the Branch. 

The samples collected since the war began of goods of German and 
Austrian manufacture, which have been sold in British markets 
abroad and in certain foreign markets, have been shipped to Canada 
upon loan to the Dominion Government for exhibition there (see 
notice on p., 759). 

The British Industries Fair, 1916, was held at the Victoria and 
Albert Museum, London, from 21st February to 3rd March. The 
Board of Trade have decided to hold another Fair in London next 
year from Monday, 26th February, to Friday, 9th March, inclusive. 
The office dealing with Fair matters is at 32, Cheapside, London, E.C.

NATIONAL INSURANCE (UNEMPLOYMENT) ACTS, 
1911 TO 1916. 


UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE. 
Decisions by the Umpire. 


Pursuant to paragraph (5) of the Unemployment Insurance 
(Umpire) Regulations, the Board of Trade hereby give Notice of the 
following decisions by the Umpire on questions whether contributions 
are payable :— 


A. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE PAYABLE in 
respect of :— 
1776X. Workmen engaged in— 

(1) woodturning by power machinery ; 

(2) cutting or working wood by machinery for use in inlaying 
or veneering ; 

(3) wood bending by machinery ; 

(4) cutting or splitting fire-wood or pale-cleaving by machinery ; 

(5) sand-papering wood by machinery. 

1777X. Workmen employed in a sawmilling establishment as saw 
sharpeners, file setters, grindstone men, and not already insured 
under Part II. of the National Insurance Act, 1911 (Unemployment 
Insurance). 

1778X. Engine drivers, stokers, crane drivers, porters, labourers 
and similar workmen employed 

(1) in sawmills or machine woodworking establishments, or in 
yards or stores immediately connected with them ; 

(2) in timber yards, and engaged in handling timber that is 
sawn or otherwise worked by machinery in the same 
establishment. 

1781X. Workmen engaged in the manufacture of indiarubber 
marking stamps whether intended for use in war or not. 

1782X. Workmen engaged in making metal lids for hot water jugs, 
tea pots and similar articles. 

1784X. Workmen employed wholly or mainly by way of manual 
labour at laboratories connected with the iron and steel works or 
other insured trades. 

1785X. Workmen engaged in the manufacture of metal conduit 
fittings for electrical conduit tubes, including assemblers, enamellers, 
finishers, packers and general labour employed on the premises in 
connection with such manufacture (excluding workmen engaged in 
ironfounding in respect of whom contributions are payable under 
Part II. of the National Insurance Act, 1911). 

1786X. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in making up braces 
if intended for use in war, or in cutting out leather tabs and making 
buttonholes in leather tabs for braces whether intended for use in 
war or not. (Application 383X.) 

1787X. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in the manufacture 
of elastic hosiery intended for use in war. (Application 383X.) 

1790X. Platelayers at blast furnaces or steel works employed 
about the works in the upkeep and repair of works’ railways. 
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fational Insurance (Unemployment) Acts, 1911 to 1916. 





1791X. Workmen employed by alkali manufacturers as samplers, 
taking samples of chemicals out of packages for testing; branders, 
branding kegs and bags; crane drivers, workmen repairing bags for 
packing chemicals, girl messengers over sixteen years of age if 
employed about the works. 

1793X. Workmen engaged in making wooden crates for packing 
purposes. 

1794X. Workmen engaged in making type metal, in manufacturing 
metal printing type, or in cutting and finishing wood type by 
machinery. (Application 386X.) 

}795X. Workmen engaged in the manufacture of brass type for 
the use of book-binders, gold blockers, etc. (Application 386X.) 

1796X. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in weaving and 
making up nets intended for use in war. 

1797X. Workmen (including sawmillers and machine woodworkers) 
engaged in the manufacture of casks and barrels. (Application 394X.) 

1800X. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in cutting metal 
stencil plates. 

1804X. Workmen engaged in the repair of harness and saddlery 
intended for use in war. 

1805X. Workmen engaged in proofing flax, jute, cotton, asbestos 
or other fabrics with rubber. 

1806X. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in the manufacture of 
carbon electrodes for use in the production of munitions of war. 

1807X. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in the manufacture 
of carbide of calcium. 

1808X. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in the manufacture 
of fire-clay crucibles for use in the manufacture of munitions of war. 
(Application 407X.) 

1809. Workmen employed in the metal testing department of steel 
works, and engaged in sawing, slotting, turning and trepanning steel 
(Application 363.) 

1811X. Workmen engaged in the manufacture of hackles and 
gills for textile machinery. 

1812X. Wood turners of all kinds, machine sawyers and other 
woodworking machinists engaged in the manufacture of wooden heels 
for boots, whether the boots are intended for use in war or not. 

1814X. Workmen engaged in making small ebonite or vulcanite 
parts of electrical appliances, such as magnetos, sparking plugs, etc. 
(and not covered by decision A. 1230, see ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ” 
of the 2nd January, 1913). 

1817X. Workmen employed under the Chief Inspector of Equip- 
ment and Stores, Royal Dockyard, Woolwich, and engaged in— 

(a) inspecting stores ; 

(b) loading, unloading, marking up, bundling, tying, or other- 
wise handling stores in connection with the inspection 
department ; 

(c) repairing military equipment (including washing in connec- 
tion with repair and re-issue). 
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National Insurance (Unemployment) Acts, 1911 to 1916. 





1818X. Workmen engaged in the manufacture of metal filaments 
for electric glow lamps. 

1819X. Workmen engaged in cutting, splicing or otherwise 
preparing halyards, lanyards, tent ropes, head ropes or similar 
articles made from rope, cord or twine. (Application 389 X.) 

1824X. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in making glass 
articles for medical or surgical use, such as graduated glass bottles 
and laboratory apparatus, for use in war, or in experimental glass 
blowing in connection therewith. 

1826X. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in the manufacture of 
life belts, life buoys and ships’ fenders. (Application 443X.) 

1827X. Colliery blacksmiths and mechanics engaged in repairing 
or sharpening miners’ tools, or in repairing metal parts of tubs or 
trams or general colliery plant. (Application 439X.) 

1828X. Workmen engaged in preparing artists’ colours (including 
the processes of filling into tubes, moulding into cakes, packing, and 
labelling). (Application 442X.) 

1830X. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in the manufacture 
of new uppers for clogs. (Application 424X). 


B. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE NOT PAYABLE 
in respect of :— 

1775. Workmen employed in timber merchants’ yards immediately 
connected with sawmills, if engaged mainly in handling timber which 
is not eawn or otherwise worked by machinery in the establishment. 

1779. Workmen engaged in the repair of gasholders which are 
built up on the site. 

1780. Workmen employed in pressing, carding, parcelling, label- 
ling, and baling absorbent cotton wool. 

1783. Workmen described as metal mounters and engaged in 
mounting metal lids on to earthenware jugs, tea pots and other 
articles of earthenware. 

1788. Workmen (other than those engaged in the manufacture of 
rubber thread) engaged wholly or mainly in the manufacture of 
elastic hosiery not intended for use in war. (Application 383X.) 

1789. Workmen (other than those engaged in the manufacture of 
rubber thread) engaged wholly or mainly in the manufacture of 
elastic or rigid braids or webbing. (Application 383X.) 

1792. Lapidaries and stone setters employed in connection with 
the jewellery trade.

1816. Workmen (other than sawmillers and machine woodworkers) 
engaged in the manufacture of type cases, cabinets, and similar 
articles for the use of printers. 

1820. Workmen engaged in the manufacture of rope, cord and 
twine. (Application 389X.) 

1821. Workmen engaged in— 

(1) stereotyping, electrotyping, and process work ; 

(2) machine type-setting and making. (Application 386X ) 
1822. Lithographers engaged in tin printing. (Application 386X.) 
1823. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in making glazed 

boards for the manufacture of wads for shells or cartridges. 

1825. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in assembling, glueing 
up, cleaning off, glasspapering (unaided by power), French polishing, 
fitting up and upholstering of domestic cabinet work and school 
furniture. 

1829. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in repairing clogs, in 
making or repairing by hand wooden soles for clogs or in fixing 
uppers on to soles of clogs.
